Acknowledging yours of the 11th and 12th instant, with enclosures, I have to say that it 
does not appear that it would be practicable for me to take the iniative [sic] in any steps toward 
the enlargement of your mint. Any action in such a matter would necessarily be more or less 
local, especially at the outset. It probably would be considered that the present premises are quite 
large enough for the ordinary work of the mint independent of the present silver-dollar coinage, 
which it is assumed cannot go on forever, and which is likely to be suspended by any Congress, 
indeed before any improvements such as you design could be made. 


I have had very little encouragement in the line of the improvement of the edifices of 
mint institutions. The matter really is in the hands of the Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
executive part of the work in the hands of the Supervising Architect. The most that could be done 
by me would be to give my personal interest to advance any measure already in a state of 
progress. Any judgement of mine on the elevation which you send me can have no importance;
